As it is, my experiences in’ that grim, 


bare room, with its ever-present shadow of the 


gallows, have marked me for life.

think Iam a man drained of human emotion. 


As no youngster I was a 
woollen operative In Yorkshire. 
It was the textile depression 
that put mo on the fantastle 
road that was to lead me 
eventually to Death Row. 


Out of work for a year, I 
answered an udvertisement fot 
male nurses at a London 
menta) hospital. 1 arrived In 
London to start my training a9 
a probationer with only a 
shilling in my pocket. 


Fortunately, 1 
The work fascinated me, In 
fact, 1 don’t) know any moro 
worthwhile career than curing 
for the mentally sictc. 

I passed my examination for 
the State Registered (Mental) 
Certificate and the Preliminary 
General Certificate. Shortly 
afterwards I joined the prison 
nursing service and sttved in 
Wokelleld, Parkhurst, Wands- 
worth and Brixton Frisons. 


A_CHALLENGE 


It ‘was in Wandsworth in 
1939 that 
orderly of the “death watch.” 
That was a job nobody wanted, 
But it seemed to me that if 
one regarded nursing as o real 
vocation the man in the death

a “smash-up” gang fight. The 
case was recalled during the 
Jack Spot trial. 


HIS _BOAST_ 


Mancini was in my care in 
the hospital ward of Brixton 
until his appearance at the Old 
Balley, After he was sentenced 
XI visited him dally in the 
condemned cell until his 
execttion on October 31, 1941. 

Ho openly ‘ boasted that ‘ho 
was the “Al Capone of Britaln,” 
and that he hod such go

Hoa certainly wasn't lying 
about his friends. , While he 
waa on remand he’ waa visited 
constantly: by’ “bi :

“machine washable’ and, of 
course, all may be washed by 
hand, The new weaves—includ- 
ing many novelty wcaves—are 
designed for longer wear, 

Because of its durability, cor- 
duroy can now bo used in 
lighter-than-ever colours in 
clothes os well as bedspreads,

Factories

Grantham, accompanied by Mr H. A. Angus, 
Director of Commerce and Industry, this morning 
toured three factories in Tokwawan, inspecting

At_ the thermoflask factory, 
Ils Excellency was met by Mr 
D, C. Barty, Assistant Director 
of Commerce and Industry (Ad- 
ministration), Mr W. E, Man- 
son, Trade OMcer_ (Industry), 
Mr V. C. Bond, Chief Labour 
OMecer, and Mr C, ¥. Tung, 
chairman of the factory, Mr 
John Tung, managing director, 
Mr K.U, Koo, assistant mana- 
ker, and Mr H.Y. Tung, factary 
Manager, 

His Excellency wns  parti- 
cularly interested in the glass 
making department where the 
thermoflask containers are 
manufactured.
